CATHOLIC NEWS SERVICE 
SAYS BAN ON ROTARY 
CLUBS ONLY 


Washington, DC—A news service for 
Catholic Church publications quoted its 
Rome correspondent as saying the re- 
cent Vatican ban on prieste member- 
ship in Rotary Clubs applies only to 
Rotary and “not similar organizations. 

The National Catholic Welfare con- 
ference (NCWC) dispatch said “com- 
petent authorities” in Rome hold that 
the ban is not a new action, is of uni- 
versal application and is concerned with 
only Rotary clubs. 

NCWC has its own staff of corres- 
pondents covering Catholic news for 
church publications. Its news stories are 
not official pronouncements by the 
church. 

In saying the ban applied only to 
Rotary, the dispatch was at variance 
with an Associated Press story from 
Rome Jan. 12 which quoted an un- 
named member of the supreme sacred 
congregation of the Holy office, which 
drew up the decree as saying it also ap- 
plied by implication to al! similar lunch- 
eon groups throughout the world.
